"The Allies say they are fight¬ 
ing Hitlerism." the Daily Mirror 
quoted Der Fuehrer.

The Daily Minor diplomatic 
correspondent said this gesture 
would be Hitler’s trump card and 
he might play it in his speech 
before the Reichstag Friday. 

But this strategy would fail, 
said the Mirror. 

The Amsterdam correspondent 
of the Daily Mail reported that 
Germany probably would suggest 
the re-establishment of a "little 
Czechoslovak state" in an effort to 
make its "peace" proposals more 
agreeable to the Allies. 

The correspondents also sug¬ 
gested that Chancellor Hitler was 
using Italy to advance his peace 
proposals so that "Catholic Italy" 
could warn that if the proposals 
were rejected Rome "declined all 
responsibility for the reappear¬ 
ance of Communism in Germany."

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP)—Un- 
confirmed reports reaching here 
from Maceio said 11 survivott of 
the British freighter Clement, 
which w'as sunk off the Brazilian 
coast, were reported to have 
landed at Maceio in a lifeboat. 

The reports said the crew re¬ 
lated that the captain and chief 
engineer of the Clement were 
taken by the German raider which 
sank the Clement and that at 
least 12 members of the crew 
were rescued by the Brazilian 
steamship Itatinga. 

The Maceio advices said one of 
the crew reaching there had a 
bullet wound. The Itatinga is 
scheduled to arrive at Sao Salva¬ 
dor (Bahia) tomorrow. 

These reports said the attack 
on the freighter took place off 
the Brazilian town of Qedras, in 
the state of Ala Oas, a short dis¬ 
tance northeast of Maceio. 

The captain of the Swedish pas¬ 
senger ship Argentina, which ar¬ 
rived in Rio de Janeiro yesterday, 
said he saw a German cruiser 
headed in the direction of Africa 
when his ship was nearing Re¬ 
cife (Pernambuco). 

Shortly afterward, he related, 
ho saw a British freighter sink¬ 
ing and then a German sub¬ 
marine passed by. Like the 
cruiser, the submarine was 
headed east. 

(The Booth American Line, 
owners of the Clement, said in 
New York the freighter carried 
a crew of 49. She left Recife last 
Friday -for Bahia. Maceio is 
about 300 miles northeast of 
Bahia.)

All meters installed for the purpose of 
computing the amount of electricity or gas that has been 
used—and for which a charge is established—all such 
meters are required by acts of parliament to be inspected 
every six years. To control and inspect the approximately 
2,658,317 meters in use in Canada, 20 offices have 
keen established throughout the Dominion. These are 
in charge of the Electricity and Gas Inspection Branch 
of the Department ol Trade and Commerce, Ottawa.

Canada is divided into twenty districts; each with a 
senior officer of the Electricity and Gas 
Inspection Service ih charge.

CANADA LED THE WORLD IN THIS SERVICE 

For many years after gas came into use there was no 
periodic inspection of gas meters in any country in the 
world. But the Confederation of Canada had been estab¬ 
lished only 8 years when the Federal Government caused 
the Gas Inspection Act to come into force in 1875. Then 
in 1894 a similar Electricity Inspection Act was passed. 
In adopting these protective policies, Canada led all 
other countries. Known now as the Electricity and Gas 
Inspection Service, this branch of the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, is really the pioneer of this form 
of public service the world over.

Princess Pats 
Not Surprised 

It was no surprise and Victoria 
members of the famous Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry, now training at Work 
Point military barracks, took 
it calmly when the news came 
from Ottawa that they will form 
part of the first Canadian division 
to go overseas. There was no 
cheering, no particular elation. — 

When they joined up they 
figured they might see service at 
the front. The order was ex¬ 
pected. 

The “Princess Pals" is the bnly 
local regiment chosen to go 
abroad. Two other regiments will 
go from British Columbia, mak¬ 
ing a total of approximately 1,600 
men. 

Mothers, wives, sisters and 
sweethears of the “Pats" have 
handed together in an auxiliary 
to see that their boys have every 
possible comfort when they are 
overseas. 

So far no date has been set for 
the departure of the first division. 
Extensive training is still neces¬ 
sary and there is every indication 
all training will be done in Can¬ 
ada and not In England, as was 
done at the last war. 

The “Pats" were raised In 1914 
by Major Hamilton Gault of Mont¬ 
real, now a resident of England, 
who was in Victoria this summer. 
Before the end of 1914 they were 
in the trenchps and won com¬ 
mendation throughout the lour 
years of fighting. Ypres was 
their most famous battle. 

When the "Pats" get to Eng¬ 
land again they will be mothered 
once more by Jennie Morris, who 
held open house at her Tendon 
home for the boys from Canada. 
She came to Canada a year ago 
to see her foFmer "boys,” but little 
did she realize at that time that 
another group, younger, a new 
generation, would soon be knock¬ 
ing again at her hospitable doors. 
She Is ready to receive them, ac¬ 
cording to information received 
in Canada.

The total 
imports during the month were 
2,573,000 ounces.

Except that it is almost as 
large, Iceland differs a great 
deal from Ohio. Instead of green- 
clad valleys and gently-sloping 
land, It is marked chiefly by 
fields of lava, 


craters of vol¬ 
canoes, low mountains, sharp 
cliffs and mud lakes. There are 
springs where boiling waters 
rise lo the surface, and geysers 
which spout Into the air. In a 
lew places the soil is good lor 
crops. 

Snow sometimes falls in the 
summertime in Iceland, but this 
does not mean the -weather Is 
extremely cold the year around. 
.The air is cool, but not ex¬ 
tremely cold. 

The capital of Iceland is Reyk¬ 
javik. II contains about 30,000. 
people. The average winter tem¬ 
perature there, is 32 degrees 
above zero Fahrenheit. Even in 
midwinter, the* coldest tempera¬ 
ture is above zero. 

The northern side of Iceland 
touches the Arctic Circle, and 
the climate would be much 
colder except for one thing—the 
Gulf stream. This warm water 
current sweeps up to Iceland and 
gives warmth to the air around 
the island. 

The first sailors to reach Ice¬ 
land came from the British Isle?-, 
about the year 800. It is believed 
they were mainly Irishmen, but 
there may have beep some Scots 
in the party. Though they made 
a record of their visit, it seems 
that no lasting settlement was 
formed at the time. 

About 70 years later. Vikings 
or bands of Norsemen began to 
settle in Iceland. Some came 
straight from Norway. Others

He was ordained priest in 1895. 
From 1897 till 1909 he served as 
chancellor of the diocese of Brook 
lyn. He was bishop of auxiliary 
Brooklyn from 1909 till 1915, 
when he was translatedi to Chi¬ 
cago. 

On the death of Pope Pius XI 
this year Cardinal Muhdelein was 
mentioned as a papal candidate. 

Cardinal Mundelein was a bitter 
critic of the Hitler regime in Ger¬ 
many and its enslavement of the 
people. He attracted world wide 
attention in 1937 when he re¬ 
ferred to Adolf Hitler, in a public 
address, as “an Austrian paper 
hanger and a poor one at that. 

He was a close friend of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, whom he visited 
in the White House on several 
occasions.
